To receive formal Edueation by Instructors of high standing end character, To broa 
my knowledge of German and to live in a healty climate and Good moral atmesphere.” 
_ After chronicling his future plans, Oswald describes bis familiarity with foreign 
lanzuazes: “Russian (equal in fulency to about one years education er echeeling. 
- IL also speak a very lithe German.” :
